LEAVE LASTING SCARS 


On Ap ril 3,19 74, what may have 
been the largest storm of its k ind 
ever observed on earth struck 
Xenia, Ohio. 
In two minutes, almost half the 
seven-square-m ile 
town was 
destroyed by winds clock ed at 318 
miles an hour. Twenty-five p eop le 
were k illed quick ly; seven others 
died later in hosp itals. About 2,500 
were injured. 
The p hysical dam age left in the 
wak e of this monster tornado will

I am unable to deter­ 
mine that such deposits are really lime and think it is more 
likely a soap or detergent residue. I use an ordinary 
bathroom spray cleaner on mine, brush it lightly with a 
vegetable brush to get in the crevices and remove all traces 
of this residue. Occasionally I then apply a little spray wax 
and my drainer looks as good as the day I walked in the door 
with it three years ago. — PAUL B.

COLUMBIA - If Lou Brock’s 
success rate on base stealing was 
as low as the success rate of 
another type of professional, he 
wouldn’t have been in the running 
for Most Valuable Player. 
A year long study of Missouri 
bass fishing tournam ents by Arvil 
Ming, fisheries biologist for the 
Department 
of 
Conservation, 
shows 
that 
the 
orofessional 
fishermen really don’t catch all 
that many fish. 
Overall, Ming’s study indicates 
that 
fishing 
tournaments 
in 
general are not a serious problem 
to 
bass 
fishing 
on 
Missouri 
reservoirs. The tournaments have 
taken a lot of heat over the years 
from non-club fishermen who say 
the bass clubs catch ’’all the 
fish.” 


Not so 
Ming’s figures indicate 
the average professional tour­ 
nament fisherman fishes a nine- 
hour day and takes three bass for 
a catch rate of only one bass every 
three hours 
“ At these rates, 
it would take 
1? tournaments on the same lake 
to equal a catch rate of one bass 
per acre,” says Mings. 
“We 
consider a take of 10 bass per acre 
to be good fishing.” 
Ming studied 16 m ajor tour­ 
naments in Missour, not including 
the small club tournaments which 
are both popular and prevalent. 
“The combined catch was 4,270 
bass from five reservoirs over a 
four-month period,” he says, ’’it's 
equal to one fourth of the annual 
bass harvest from only one 1,700 
acre arm of Table Hock Lake. 


“Even if all 16 m ajor tour­ 
naments had occurred on the same 
lake, they wouldn’t have had 
much 
im pact 
on 
the 
bass 
population. And more than 60 per 
cent ofthe catch was 
released 
alive.” 
Ming found generally that the 
more 
national 
in 
scope 
the 
tournament the more care was 
taken with the fish caught. 
He found most of the problems 
occur in the so-called “ open” 
tournaments 
where 
fishermen 
who are not bass club members 
pay an entry fee and fish for 
prizes. In “ open” or “ buddy” 
tournaments, there is little in­ 
centive to the fishermen to keep 
their catch alive. 
“W’hen a bass club sponsors an 
open tournam ent,” Ming says, 


they usually do a better job of 
returning bass to the water and 
require and enforce stricter rules. 
Club tournaments are limited to 
m em bers of a given club, and 
average 18 mem bers per tour­ 
nament. There are 69 bass clubs 
in Misssouri with 1,630 members. 
Some of these bass clubs judge 
fish on length, rather than weight 
during their tournaments and fish 
are returned immediately to the 
water. 
“ Public criticism has increased 
along with the number of bass 
tournam ents,’ Ming says. “Some 
think they threaten the resources 
because of the equipment used, 
the ability of bass fishermen to 
catch fish and ther relatively high 
number of bass visible at weigh- 
in 


“Some criticism stopped when 
m ajor 
tournam ent 
sponsors 
adopted the rule for returning 
caught bass with bonus points 
given 
as an 
incentive forthe 
tournament fishermen to bring 
their fish inalive to the weigh-in. 
The object of our study was to see 
if the resource is being damaged 
by the tournam ent fishermen. ” 


A year ago, the Conservation 
Commission did two things - it 


adopted a position statem ent on 
bass tournaments, and it turned 


Ming loose on the study of the 
tournaments. The study is almost 


complete and so far indicates that 
the tournaments are not harmful 
to the bass resources. 
Cautious optimism on rabbits 


The Hunt 


The Missouri quail season 
is open until Jan. 15 of 1975, 
with a daily bag of eight and 
possession of 16.Quail hatch 
reports were mixed over the 
state, but early hatches 
generally 
were 
down 
because of bad spring 
weather. In many areas, 
late hatches will make up 
for the early losses. 


You have to use intuition, yers 
of experience, bales of data and 
have 
a 
m em ory 
like 
the 
proverbial elephant to be a rabbit 
biologist. 
And, 
having 
m ade the 
prediction, you have to have the 
patience of a mother of twins 
because it will be two months 
before you know if you’re right or 
not. 
But it looks like a good rabbit 
production year, according to Ken 
S adler, 
biologist 
with 
the 
Department of Conservation. The 
rabbit season opened Oct. 1 and 


runs through Feb. 15, 1975, w ith a 
daily limit of six and possession 
limit of 12. 
Some years, the prediction of 
rabbit umbers is relatively easy -- 
observers statewide see a lot of 
rabbits and, rabbits being what 
they are, there should be many 
more by hunting season. 
But in the July census of rabbits 
in 1974, observers recorded slight 
improvement in six of the eight 
regions of the state, ranging from 
only one per cent over 1973 to 11 
per cent 
- not a significant 
statistical change. The Bootheel 


and 
the 
northw est 
p rairie 
declined. 
Therefore rabbit populations 
should be no better than they were 
in 1973. Right? Wrong. Or possibly 
wrong. 
“ I’m cautiously optimistic that 
the harvest is going to be better 
than the survey would indicate,” 
Sadler says. “During the census 
period, I think it was m ore often 
hot and dry than cool and wet and 
under hot, dry conditions, rabbits 
just don't appear along the roads 
w hen the census is made. 
“The onlv vear I can rem em ber 


when conditions were similar w as 
in 1954, a year of extreme drouth. 
We had an indicated decline in the 
rabbit population from the road 
census, but the harvest showed 
the 
the population actually had 
begun to climb 
“ We like to think there is a nice 
straight-line relationship between 
rabbits 
seen 
and 
the actual 
population, but the very hot, very 
dry conditions can disrupt this 
relationship.” 
The census covered 111 counties 
along 6573 miles of census route. 
Highest 
indicated 
popualtions 


were in north-eastern region. 


“The name of the gam e has 
become habitat,” Sadler says. 
“The days when a hunter could 
find rabbits just about anywhere 
are gone. 


“There still is good hunting, but 
rabbit hunters have to learn w hat j 
good rabbit habitat is an d how to i 
find it -- and how to recognize j 
rabbit sign so they know where j 
the anim als are there.”

“ Once over-harvest occurs, it 
takes everal years foi a deer herd 
to rebuild and we think the 
possibility for over-harvest in this 
part of north Missuri definitely 
exists.” 
The problem with Missouri deer 
m anagem ent 
is

m anagers have been able to look 
at the herd after the fact, not 
before. The best indicator of deer 
herd health is the hun;ting season, 
but it would tie tar better to know 
before rather than after. 
Missouri has gone to a quota 
system on antlerless deer in the 
new Unit Six-A. the river hills of 
central Missouri, in an effort to 
manage before the season rather 
than after.

WASHINGTON, D C. - There 
are few who would disagree with 
the statement that the most 
urgent need of the American 
public today is a comprehensive 
program to restore the health of 
our economy. 
The 
complex 
economic 
situation in which we find our­ 
selves demands a well-balanced 
program which reduces prices 
aid at the same time increases 
productivity. 
First, we need heavy cuts in 
government expenditures - at 
least double the $5 billion budget 
reduction 
recommended 
by 
President Ford. The budget of no 
department can be sacrosanct. 
Every department and branch of 
government can find waste. 
The President could set a good 
example for the rest of the 
government by voluntarily taking 
a $25,000-a-year salary cut. That 
would lend credibility to his pleas 
for every American to adopta 
more austere life style. 
Second, we should have ef­ 
fective controls on wages and 
prices, including a control on the 
exhorbitantly high profits that 
have appeared in a few industries 
to the disgust of a majority of the 
American people. 
Third, we should implement tax 
reforms 
to 
close 
certain 
loopholes 
which in the main 
benefit only the very large cor­ 
porations. Such reforms could be 
achieved without increasing the 
already heavy burden on low and 
middle income families. 
Suggested revisions in the tax 
code include elimination of the 
deferral of most taxes on income 
earned by American companies 
abroad, the taxation of capital 
gains when transferred at death 
or by gift, a phased reduction of 
the oil depletion allowance as well 
as reduction of the accelerated 
rate at which assets can be 
depreciated for tax purposes. 
It is estimated that as much as 
$8 billion in additional revenues 
could be added to the Federal 
Treasury if such steps were 
taken. 
A fourth step could well be a 
program 
which 
included 
measures to increase produc­ 
tivity. To that end I suggest lower 
interest 
rates, 
incentives for 
private investment in many of the 
declining sectors of the economy 
and a reduction in the heavy tax 
advantages 
for 
foreign in­ 
vestment. 
Finally, a public employment 
program is needed - one that 
reduces the grievous economic 
effects of rising unemployment. 
For every one per cent increase 
in unemployment, the Treasury 
loses $12 to $15 billion in tax 
receipts. Fewer jobs also mean 
heavier government spending for 
unemployment 
compensation, 
food stamps, Medicaid and other 
assistance. 
We put people to work not only 
to prevent a loss of revenues, but 
also to forestall a further decline 
in national productivity. 
These proposals, if jcirefully 
written and enforced once they 
become law, would improve the 
economy. With sound policies, 
plus sincere cooperation from all 
segments of our society, we can 
get this t country back on the 
track of economic growth.

William Harrison, an executive

committee which has been 
looking 
at 
various 
reform 
measures since November of last 
year. 
Harrison says the reform will 
be presented in package style and 
not as a “ shopping list” from 
which the legislators could pick 
and choose. 
He expects the 
legislature to seriously consider 
the committee’s proposals. 
There is some support in the 
general assembly for these kinds 
of reforms, Harrison said, “ but 
whether there is enough, I don’t 
know.” 
Throughout 
the

sessions, Harrison said, reduction 
of 
the 
163-member House, 
reduction of the number of 
legislative committees, salary 
increases for legislators, extra 
staffing and the institution of 
carry-over for bills usually were 
commented on. 
Public support was indicated 
for all those proposals, Harrison 
said, although the pay increase 
and reduction of the house drew 
criticism, as well. 
A final committee meeting is 
expected sometime in mid- 
December at which a list of final 
recommendations will be chosen, 
and then printed for presentation 
to the general assenbly in 
Janurary. 
Most proponents of reducing the 
house cited the unwieldy and 
inefficient size as reasons for a 
smaller body. But opponents of 
the reduction say a smaller house 
would be farther removed from 
constituents and would not 
greatly contribute to its ef­ 
ficiency. 
Vic Gray, director of legislative 
programs for the Missouri Farm

David Leuthold, associate 
professor of political science at 
the University of Missouri- 
Columbia, urged the committee to 
maintain a large house because a 
large house is abile to develop 
more experts, train more leaders 
in participatory democracy, and 
insure a more personal contact 
between constituents and their 
legislators.

and these were cut off. 
Anderson is in error. Disbur­

of 
Inter-A m erican 
Development Bank (IDB) loans to 
Chile were actually higher during 
the three years Allende was in 
office than in the three preceding 
years. The bank disbursed 79 
million dollars in Chile in 1971-73, 
compared to $70 million in 1968-70. 
It is also incorrect that Chile 
was heavily dependent on these 
IDB 
loans. 
IDB loan disbur­ 
sements 
have never 
financed 
more than a fraction of Chile’s 
imports. 
They 
were 
a 
their 
highest 
in 
1972, 
when 
they 
amounted to $29 million. This was 
enough to pay for about 2.5 per 
cent of Chile’s import bill. These 
loans have also represented only a 
small p art of Chile’s external 
borrowing. 
Those who exaggerate the 
importance of the IDB loans to 
Chile and who falsely state that 


denial of these loans to Chile was 
an important cause of Chile’s 
economic 
deterioration 
under 
Allende are usually trying to 
transfer the blame for Allende’s 
economic 
mismanagement 
to 
someone else. 
Allende 
confiscated 
large 
amounts 
of 
foreign 
property 
without paying for it, and he 
defaulted on most of Chile’s f - 
oreign debt. It is not surprising 
that many lenders and investors 
were not eager to make new loans 
to Chile. However, Allende did 
manage to finance a huge in­ 
crease in Chile’s imports, partly 
by using the money that should 
have gone for the payment of 
interest 
and principal on the 
foreign debt. Imports rose from $1 
billion in 1970 to $1.6 billion in 1973. 
But even this was not enough to 
offset the inflationary pressures 
generated by Allende’s fiscal and

very well signal their support of

"It's always a tough job to set 
regulations which give hunters the 
maximum benefit, but still don’t 
damage the deer herd.” says 
Wavne Porath. deer biologist for 
the Department of Conservation. 


"Last year, hunter numbers 
increased 31 per cent in Unit 
Three, which is the northeast 
river hills, and 26 percent in Unit 
Two, the north central part fo the 
state.

increase of 12 per cevvnt. The 
increased 
hunting 
pressure 
resulted 
in

harvest of 45 per cent in Unit Two 
and 46 per cent in Unit Three. 
"More importantly, the harvest 
of does increased 66 per cent in 
Unit Two and 51 per cent in Unit 
Three o\er the previous any deer 
season 
"W hile 
deer 
are 
more 
productive in the fertile northern 
Missuri areas, they are more 
valuable to hunting because of 
limited habitat. Regulations must 
take these I actors into account in 
prevent ing over harvest 
"Once over-harvest occurs, it 
takes everal years lot a deer herd 
to rebuild and we think the 
possibility for over-harvest in this 
part of north Missuri definitely 
exists." 
The problem with Missouri deer 
m anagem ent 
is 
that 
the 


managers have been able to look 
at the herd after the fact, not 
before. The best indicator of deer 
herd health is the hunting season, 
but it would tie tar better to know 
before rather than after. 
Missouri 
lias gone to a quota 
system on antlerless deer in the 
new Unit Six-A, the river hills of 
central Missouri, in an effort to 
manage before the season rather 
than after. While quotas com­ 
plicate the regulations, they do

conscious of safety -- and to use 
their common sense -- because 
this is when the most hunters will 
lie m the field.” 
Almost all of Missouri's hunting 
seasons are open, including the 
gun deer season which will draw a 
quarter of a million hunters into 
the field November 16-24. Upland 
and waterfowl seasons are open 
and woods hunters will lx‘ going 
after squirrels. 
Eyman strongly recommeded 
the use of "hunter" or fluorescent 
orange clothing tor deer and 
upland game huntes.

Bass tournam ent not a threat 


COLUMBIA — If Lou Brock's 
success rate on base stealing was 
as low as the success rate of 
another type of professional, he 
wouldn’t have been in the running 
for Most Valuable Player. 
A year long study of Missouri 
bass fishing tournaments by Arvil 
Ming, fisheries biologist for the 
Department 
of 
Conservation, 
shows 
that 
the 
orofessional 
fishermen really don’t catch all 
that many fish. 
Overall, Ming’s study indicates 
that 
fishing 
tournaments 
in 
general are not a serious problem 
to 
bass 
fishing 
on 
Missouri 
reservoirs. The tournaments have 
taken a lot of heat over the years 
from non-club fishermen who say 
the bass clubs catch ’’all the 
fish. 


Not so Ming’s figures indicate 
the average professional tour­ 
nament fisherman fishes a nine- 
hour day and takes three bass for 
a catch rate of only one bass every 
three hours 
"At these rates, 
it would take 
17 tournaments on the same lake 
to equal a catch rate of one bass 
per acre,” says Mings. 
"We 
consider a take of 10 bass per acre 
to be good fishing.” 
Ming studied 16 major tour­ 
naments in Missour, not including 
the small dub tournaments which 
are both popular and prevalent. 
"The combined catch was 4,270 
bass from five reservoirs over a 
four-month period,” he says, ’’it’s 
equal to one fourth of the annual 
bass harvest from only one 1,700 
acre arm of Table Rock Lake. 


"Even if all 16 major tour­ 
naments had occurred on the same 
lake, they wouldn’t have had 
much 
impact 
on 
the 
bass 
population And more than 60 per 
cent ofthe catch was 
released 
alive.” 
Ming found generally that the 
more 
national 
in 
scope 
the 
tournament the more care was 
taken with the fish caught. 
He found most of the problems 
occur in the so-called “open” 
tournaments 
where 
fishermen 
who are not bass club members 
pay an entry fee and fish for 
prizes. In “open” or "buddy” 
tournaments, there is little in­ 
centive to the fishermen to keep 
their catch alive. 
“When a bass club sponsors an 
open tournament,” Ming says, 


they usually do a better job of 
returning bass to the water and 
require and enforce stricter rules. 
Club tournaments are limited to 
members of a given club, and 
average 18 members per tour­ 
nament. There are 69 bass clubs 
in Misssouri with 1,630 members. 
Some of these bass clubs judge 
fish on length, rather than weight 
during thdr tournaments and fish 
are returned immediately to the 
water. 
"Public criticism has increased 
along with the number of bass 
tournaments,’ Ming says. "Some 
think they threaten the resources 
because of the equipment used, 
the ability of bass fishermen to 
catch fish and ther relatively high 
number of bass visible at weigh- 


"Some criticism stopped when 
m ajor 
tournam ent 
sponsors 
adopted the rule for returning

You have to use intuition, yers 
of experience, bales of data and

1975, with a 
daily limit of six and possession 
limit of 12.

W ASHINGTON, D C. — There 
are few who would disagree with 
the 
statement 
that 
the 
most 
urgent need of the American 
public today is a comprehensive 
program to restore the health of 
our economy. 
The 
complex 
economic 
situation in which we find our­ 
selves demands a well-balanced 
program which reduces prices 
and at the same time increases 
productivity. 
First, we need heavy cuts in 
government expenditures - at 
least double the $5 billion budget 
reduction 
recomm ended 
by 
President Ford. The budget of no 
department can be sacrosanct. 
Every department and branch of 
government can find waste. 
The President could set a good 
example 
for 
the 
rest of the 
government by voluntarily taking 
a $25,000-a-year salary cut. That 
would lend credibility to his pleas 
for every American to adopta 
more austere life style. 
Second, we should have ef­ 
fective controls on wages and 
prices, including a control on the 
exhorbitantly high profits that 
have appeared in a few industries 
to the disgust of a majority of the 
American people. 
Third, we should implement tax 
reform s 
to 
close 
certain 
loopholes 
which in the main 
benefit only the very large cor­ 
porations. Such reforms could be 
achieved without increasing the 
already heavy burden on low and 
middle income famines. 
Suggested revisions in the tax 
code include elimination of the 
deferral of most taxes on income 
earned by American companies 
abroad, the taxation of capital 
gains when transferred at death 
or by gift, a phased reduction of 
the oil depletion allowance as well 
as reduction of the accelerated 
rate at which assets can be 
depreciated for tax purposes. 
It is estimated that as much as 
$8 billion in additiional revenues 
could be added to the Federal 
Treasury 
if such 
steps were 
taken. 
A fourth step could well be a 
program 
which 
included 
measures 
to increase produc­ 
tivity. To that end I suggest lower 
interest 
rates, 
incentives 
for 
private investment in many of the 
declining sectors of the economy 
and a reduction in the heavy tax 
advantages 
for 
foreign 
in­ 
vestment. 
Finally, a public employment 
program is needed - one that 
reduces the grievous economic 
effects of rising unemployment. 
For every one per cent increase 
in unemployment, the Treasury 
loses $12 to $15 billion in tax 
receipts. Fewer jobs also mean 
heavier government spending for 
unemployment 
compensation, 
food stamps, Medicaid and other 
assistance. 
We put people to work not only 
to prevent a loss of revenues, but 
also to forestall a further decline 
in national productivity. 
These proposals, if jcirefully 
written and enforced once they 
become law, would improve the 
economy. With sound policies, 
plus sincere cooperation from all 
segments of our society, we can 
get this ^ country back on the 
track of economic growth.

advisory committee on reforming 
the Missouri General Assembly is 
now entering its final work on 
recommendations 
for 
restruc­ 
turing the legislative body.

sm aller 
House 
of 
Representatives, 
fewer 
com­ 
mittees, 
a 
senate 
where 
the 
lieutenant 
governor 
does 
not 
preside, and the ability to call 
itself into session appear to be 
some of the recommendations for 
the general assembly which the 
citizens committee is considering. 
William Harrison, an executive 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
First 
National Bank of St. Louis, is 
chairman 
of 
the 
25-member 
com mittee 
which 
has 
been 
looking 
at 
various 
reform 
measures since November of last 
year. 
Harrison says the reform will 
be presented in package style and 
not as a “ shopping list” from 
which the legislators could pick 
and 
choose. 
He 
expects 
the 
legislature to seriously consider 
the committee’s proposals. 
There is some support in the 
general assembly for these kinds 
of reforms, Harrison said, "but 
whether there is enough, I don’t 
know.” 
Throughout 
the 
six 
public 
sessions, Harrison said, reduction 
of 
the 
163-member 
House, 
reduction 
of 
the 
number 
of 
legislative 
committees, 
salary 
increases for legislators, extra 
staffing and the institution of 
carry-over for bills usually were 
commented on. 
Public support was indicated 
for all those proposals, Harrison 
said, although the pay increase 
and reduction of the house drew 
criticism, as well. 
A final committee meeting is 
expected 
sometime 
in 
mid- 
December at which a list of final 
recommendations will be chosen, 
and then printed for presentation 
to 
the 
general 
assenbly 
in 
Janurary. 
Most proponents of reducing the 
house cited the unwieldy and 
inefficient size as reasons for a 
smaller body. 
But opponents of 
the reduction say a smaller house

Remember, when making 
fruit pies, use a deep plate so 
that the juices will not escape.

Albert M. Spradling Jr. of 
Cape Girardeau, and it is drawing 
mixed reaction from area top 
party officials on the possibility of 
Southeast Missouri losing its most 
powerful representation in Jef­ 
ferson City. 
The most probable contender is 
a young Scott County Democrat, 
C. F. Cline of Sikeston, who during 
slightly less than two years as 
159th 
District 
state represen­ 
tative, 
has 
indicated 
strong 
ambitions for higher office. 
While most area Democratic 
leaders agree that Cline’s chances 
of defeating the state’s senior 
senator are slim, some concede 
the possibility exists. Those who 
experess 
concern 
over 
the 
possiblity of Spradling’s defeat 
foresee Cline favoritism in the 
four west-edge counties of the 27th 
Senatorial 
District, 
largely 
because voters there are said to 
have little or no contact with their 
state senator. 
Spradling, in his sixth term, has 
not faced opposition since the 
redistricting 
of 
the 
state’s 
senatorial districts in 1972. The 
Supreme Court-ordered change in 
the 27th Senatorial District added 
the counties of Bolinger, Wayne, 
Reynolds, Carter, and Ripley to 
the existing counties of Cape. 
Scott 
and 
Mississippi, 
and 
transferred Ferry 
and Ste. 
Genevieve Counties to the 22nd 
District. 
Should Cline file for the Senate 
seat, some party officials believe 
the 35-year-old legislator could
